The Extent to Wileli It rr«»inll» In the 

Navy Di'pnri incut. 

•'Is then^ any probaliility that the 
less of tho Tallapoosa will be trticeil to 
color blindness on the part of the ofli- 
oers?" asked a Star reporter of a wall- 
known naval o41icer. 

"I don't think there istho slightest," 
was the reply. 

"^^'ll3■ was the court of iiKpiiry in- 
structed to include th:it subject in their 
investigation of the accident?" tiueriotl 
the reporter. 

"Well, on general j)rincii>lcs, 1 sup- 
)>ose. You see a gn^al deal of attention 
is being given to colorblindness now-a- 
days, and :is suspicions worii aroused in 
the minds of some th:U il might li;ivc 
Ijcen ;in import ;u\t factor in the hite !ic- 
cideut, il was ihoiiglil advisalile natur- 
idly to look into the nnitter to allow 
n(/lliiiig lo pass which might afterward 
ai)pear to liave been important." 

"Hilt you think when the matter is 
investig;ited it will he found that color 
blindness had nolhing to with the 
colli>ion." 

"Yes, 1 ;uii prelly sure of il. The 
collision w;is c;iust.'d by l):id mamige- 
lui'iit, ;is lU'ar :is 1 can judge from tin! 
statements of the olliet^rs of both 
vessels, and I must saj' it was on the 
part of the s<diooner. All the iiu-n on 
tlic schooner agrei! lhat the red liglit of 
the Talla])o()sa was tin' lirsi seen and 
tiieii llni ;i;recii light- Now, tlnil shows 
that till! 'i'allapoosa was cliangiiig hia' 
course :iiid goiii;; lo iJie sl;u'l}o:i i-il of 
the scliooner. The lat'.er had the right 
of way, and if she had kept her course 
there would Inivc liecn IK) collision, as 
the Talhipoosa wouhl have passed to 
her starljoiird. Instead of that, how- 
ever, the schooner must have lufl'ed 
and brought her head up to tlu! wind, 
and tlnai she stnudi the 'i'allapoos:i. 
I'.v.'ryliody on bolli vc-iscls agrees lo till

"During your long and continued 
active service in tlie navy «Ud you over 
know color blindness causing an acci- 
dent?" ;iskcd the ^tnr man. 

"No, I ilidn't." w:is the reply. 
"There are men in the service I hough 
who are color-blind, and an accident is 
li;ible lo luii)pen on account of it, but 
Ihore are not nearly .so many casualties 
whiidi can be attributed to tliat cause 
as is generally supposed. A man, al~ 
thougli ciiliir-bliiul. may sometimes be 
aide lo (list iiiguish a red from a gi'cen 
light. I e;ui not e.\pl;iin il, but there 
is sonu! mechanical facility whicii en- 
ables liim to do it. I know of one 
such instance. A passenger conductor 
on one of the railroads, after twenly- 
five years' service, was removi^d from 
that jiositinn for color blindness and 
)i!aced at clerical work. He felt very 
sore over it, and maintained that it was 
unjust, as ho was not color blind. As 
a favor ho was cxainined :it the navy 
dop;irtm<!nl, and showed one of the 
worst eases of coloi'-brnidncss [ ever 
saw. anil yet. ilo yon know lhat lhat 
man eoulil distinguish a red from a 
green light on a railroad train every 
time? There is nf» doubt about it, 
liowever. Xo nnui ou;rht to be allowed 
in the navy as an otlic'er who is allliet- 
ed with color blindness, ;iiid further 
Uian llnil, a near-siglilcd ollicer who 
mis to wear glasses ought not to be al- 
lowed. A watch ollicer with gla.sses on 
a rainy night is at o^reat disadvantage. 
The water is Ijo. nd lo get in on Tiis 
gl'asses .and obstruct his sie;lii, ;inil, too. 
if ho should drop llieni in llio dark 
wben.' would he bo? It is a inist;iko to 
supjioso thougli, as many do, lhal pre- 
c;iutions are not nnido lo |irevent the 

admission into the s'Mvi -if color 

blind cadets," eontiniicd ihe ollicer. 
"You know tliat.scveral ymiiig^U'is had 
to send in their resiii'iia 1 ion l;isl year 
because of color liliiidne-.s. 'I'hey are a 
"groat deal stricter now in lhat respect 
than tliey usetl to be."

and tluui the oilier. 'J'he clock is a 
European invention, and attracts con- 
sideniblo attention from passers-by. A 
salesman, in oxi)laining its mechanism 
to a roiiorter, s:ii(l: "'J'here have. bi>o,> 
former invenlions of ch)id<s lo run as 
long :i time as I his, Init ne\'er on any 
such jirinciple or wil h any success, as 
tli(!y neviM- ]irov(!d at ;ill accurati.'. Until 
this clock was perfected, no one ever 
produced a clock of plain construction 
and general usefulness that would run 
longer than a week, or a fortnight at 
the farthest. A view of this wonder 
wouhl iiave doliglili'il Huygens, the 
father of eloekmakers, who produced 
the iirsl 1 ime-iiioco in the shape of a 
clock 260 years ago." — N. Y. Mail and 
h'x press. 

The latest tiling in Hc'rlin is the l!is- 
niarck peni;il. It diiVers from ordinary 
pencils only in its length, but this dif- 
i'crence is \ i'rv iiiiportant, as any one 
will lind who atlein|)ts .to ha^ldle it.

Whon Germany at the time of the Lon- 
don conference on Egyptian affairs 
showed such unusual friendliness toward 

Franco, tliu vvondur ;it such a auildeti 
chiuigc of the t:ictioH \v:i3 only equalled 
by thu surprise that Franco sIiouUl bo so 
easily takuii in. For it was boliovod 
on all sidoa that iiiamarck's only object 
was to destroy the friendly feeling be- 
tween France and En{(land. This polioy 
was made more evident by the oventa 
which followed the conference. Franco 
was goaded on to quarrel with E>i<;l:md 
till ou several occasions it Boomed ub if 
serious trouble was imminont. The 
French govornniont as a whole sueinod to 
have been carriud mvay by Germany's aa- 
aumed kindnoss and mutual compliments 
were oxchauf^od, while "[jerfidious Albion" 
was bitterly denounced in the press of 
both countries. Gradually, howovor, it 
has dawned upon tho French tiiat they 
have been used as a oatspaw by Our- 
many. A week or two ago an article ap- 
peared in tho Iteviow ^ Politique— the 
organ of tho party who would cast Franca 
into tho arms of Germany — which created 
quite a sensation. It was from tho pen 
of John Lemoinne, one of the few French 
journalists who can write conunon sense, 
and its purport wan anything but compli- 
mentary to tho recent policy of Franco. 
M. Lomoinuo deprecates in the strun^'est 
terms hia country's attitude toward Eng- 
land. Though those two countries may 
have trivial disi)utes and casual dill'erencosi 
on colonial or conimurcial all'airs, Ihoy 
should stand together against tho rest of 
Europe. They are tho, two western na- 
tions and tho upholders of freedom on 
tho European cout'nent. The writur 
above mentioned points out that 
tho recent consultation of tho throe 
oniporora of (lerinany, Ilussia and 
Austria, leaijuen all of central and east- 
ern Europe toLTether, and it is iuipoasiblo 
to know what plans and precautions may 
have boon made at the mysterious council 
of the triumvirs. The only counterpoiso 
to this enormous farce is an alliance of 
tho two western nations. Though E;:g 
land may be bound hy ancient ties of 
kindred to (lerniany, yut the spirit of tlio 
latter monarchy is n. t in accordanr^e with 
that of democratic England. iNloroovor, 
Germany is at present the dominant power 
in Europe, and keeps a jealous oyo ou 
England. With England standing alone 
on the west of Europe and France alo no 
on the continent, the two countries should 
bo ( n friendly terms, and should stand by 
each other in case of danger. In tho a'M iclo 
before alluded to M. Lemoinne points 
out that thu Krencli have no right to com- 
plain of the way the I'hig'.isii have treated 
thuni in Euypt, for France absultitoly 
abandoned Egypt whon help was needed 
to crush tho rebellion. "l!y this insensate, 
culpable abstention," says this French 
writer, "Franco renouncod all her rights, 
traditions and interests. In short. Franco 
belied her history. The English saw tho 
place vacant and took it. Whoso fault 
was this i It is for the French chambora 
and govuriinient of tho hour to aiiawor. 
Is our having deserted our role a reason 
for provonting otinn-s from tilling it ( ilo 
must have very narrow ideas who would 
view with satisfaction tho reverses the 
English may have sufFored in tho Soudan. 
Tho blows received by them fall also upon 
as, on our civilizntion, on all Christen- 
dom. In tho contiucsts made or to be 
made over barharism, France and Eng- 
Irnd ought to be si.iters instead of being 
rivals, competitors instead of being 
enemies. In tho scattering of those cin- 
ders, still called the Ottoman empire, the 
forecast of the political future show the 
allotment. While Franco is occupying 
Algeria and Tunis, .\ustria is gradually 
adviinoing to 8alonica and Ilussia to the 
Dardanelles. In accordance with herliis 
tory, if it is not again neglected, France 
may reign in .Syria. But, whatever we 
say, do, or tiy to do, Egypt will fatally 
and necessarily bo under British su- 
premacy."

Reg. va, Ah Fuog and .Ah Lay, charged 
with the attempted abduction of several 
Chinese womou from British Columbia to 
American territory. 

The evidence la the case was of a 
voluminous and uninterosling nature, uud 
occupied tho whole of tlio forenoon, 

AFTERNOON" SESSION. 
Upon tho judge taking his seat tho in- 
terpreter. Ah Fow, complained that while 
passing across James Bay bridge to din- 
ner, ho met ton or fifteen Chinese high- 
binders, throe of whom, Wong Sam Yum, 
Shin Quoii and Wong Yiiig, said to mo: 
"You had bettor tako care of yourself, 

yon son of a b ; for wo will shoot you 

e-icnj minxUe I" Others, whoso names he 
was not acquainted with made similar 
threats. 

To His Lordship — By tho term high- 
binders ho meant a ChmsHo organization 
whose object was plunder by throat and^ 
force, oven to taking of life. The society 
ho alluded to was the Hip Sing Tung — a 
now Olio 'alely fornied. 

iMr. J. V. Walls, counsel for the wo- 
men, deposed that after leaving the court 
this morning I met, on tho bridge, ttie 
two . Chinamen ulluded to, in company 
with many others. Tlio Cliiiuunon were 
very violent in tlieir manner to thu in- 
terpreter, Ah I'ow, so much so that 
eQ'orts tochoclt them wore made by others. 
Tho biggest Chinaman (an iinnioiise fel- 
low) threatened ine, but 1 could not un- 
derstand what he said. 

Two of the highbinders had been taken 
into custody, and woro then in court. 

They were brought forward and com- 
mitted to prison, in default of a lino of 
$500, with six months imprisouiuent 
added. 



EVENING SESSION. 
Court reassembled at 8 o'clock, sharp. 
ESQUIMALT ro.STOPFI0K ItOBKKKV. 

This was a case of Regiua vs. Peter G. 
Rlct'Juiro. 

Tho prisoner was iiidiotod for ."itealing 
letters, stamps and S'iiJ in luoiiey frmii tho 
Eaquimalt pustoffice in the hotel uf ilohu 
Howard. 

The prisoner pleaded not guilty to tho 
charge. 

Mr. Drake, Dominion counsel, of 
Drake, .lackson & Hulinokon appeared for 
tho prosecution. 

The jury was composed of tieiiry Short, 
foreman, Robt. Elder, Win. IMnii.sie, 
Thus. Flowiii, Thoa, Eccle.ilio, Frank 
Graham, Wm. H. Bono, Wni. S. llubiii- 
son, George Pearce, John Dorman, Geo. 
Elvin, J. W. Roland. 

Mr. Drake in opening llio case for the 
prn.seuiitinii spoko at length cm tlio evi- 
dence to bo produced, and explained the 
crime of robbing from 11. M. post- 
oliioo . 

John Howard sworn, deposed that he 
was postmaster at Esquimalt; the post- 
ollice was under the same office as his 
dwelling; a nuinhor of lottura caiiio on tho 
aftoruoun of the 13th Nuvouiber ; the lot- 
tors wore distributed to the ships and to 
the dockyard, and those uncalled for put 
Ml pigeua-holoa; the registered letter was 
placed in a way-bill; kept stamps, regis- 
tered letters and cash in a small Chinese 
cabinet; left the postoflice at 7; locked 
all the doors e.iLCopt the one leading into 
tho parlor; wont to the postollico about 
7 o'clock; when I entered all tho lottora in 
the oflioe were opened iiiid lying on tho 
deak; among then; was the registered let- 
tor; found the box in the morning down 
near the brick building; in it were about 
$L5 in stamps; he found a aleeve-button 
and also a stone in the postollice room. 

Constable John D. Campbell of Ejcjui- 
malt, sworn — Mr. Howard on the nioru- 
iug of the 14th November sent for me 
snyhig that tho postotlice was robbed; 
witness described state of thu pustoltico 
as ho found it; he exhibited sleeve but- 
ton found on that occasion near tho door; 
recognized the button a-t bulonging to the 
prisoner and went at once to hia room; 
knew that the button belonged to the pri- 
BOMur as he had noticed that he had it un 
one d,iy while working; left tho prisoner 
and again returned to hia room and found 
the prisoner had gone to Yictoria; arre.Hted 
tlio man at tho St. Nicholas hotel in Vic- 
toria; took him tu E.iquiiiialt in tho stage; 
at Escpiiinalt he aaaaulteil mo and I had 
tu use niy baton on him; hoard him talk- 
ing to himself in hia coll, saying "My 
God, what will my father and mother any 
whon thoy hear that I am arrested for 
breaking into the postollice;" prisoner 
came hero ou the 15th of August. 

T(j tho prisoner — Knew that che button 
was the prisoner's on the morning I went 
to his room.' 

William H. Kelly, sworn, said thai he 
recognized tho letter shown; it wa-i a 
letter ho had written and registered; uii- 
clused !J25 in tho letter, two Hank of B. 
North America i^lO bdls and a Doniiiiioii 
^ bill. 

William White, sworn, said that ho 
kept a restaurant in Eaquimalt; knew the 
prisoner for about three months; ho lived 
in the same iiouse; saw tho prisoner at 
supjier time, but not after; went to bed at 
II; don't know when tho prisoner wont to 
bod. 

To his Lordship — Heard a noise abmit 
'i o'clock in tho iiiornijig; thought it was 
somebody going iii)-stairs; don't know that 
anyouo cl»o slept in tlio house that night; 
had beon paying tho prisoner money on 
tho morning of tho 1-ttL as he liad been 
working for mo. 

John Casey, sworn, said that lie was 
working ou the Uiuatillii; wont on board 
tlint night about 13 ; saw tho prisoner that 
night; left hiiu at tho Globe Iliitel ; left hiiu 
outwide and went on hoard the Umatilla; 
prisoner has worked on board tho Uiuutilla; 
iiovcr noticed inisoner's sloovo-buttous; 
don't thiuk he had money with him; gave 
liini four bits that night. 

To his Lordship — He was shaking' dice 
for the drinks and got got stack, and as ho 
had not four bits I g.ive it to him. 

To the Prisoner — i'on were intoxicated 
Ibiit night; don't think you could have com- 
mitted tho thicft at Howard's that night ; 
would have known the Hleovo-button shown 
if you liad worn it. 

Constalilo Canipbell rocalled, said that ho 
saw Ihc prisoner about 11 at tlie Ship Inn; I 
was with Cubuy playing cards; bo was not 
too drunk not to kuovv wliiU ho was doing. 

Henry Elliott, aworn, said that he was 
proprietor of the Globe Hotel; -want to 
bell at about nine n'cloek; slept up-stairs; 
the prisoner was the only one -who sli-pt 
iip-stairs; heard tho pri.ioiier coming up- 
alaird; he made a noise; slipped as ha was I 



coming up; the' verandah is up-ttairs; 
heard some one on the verandah that 

night: some one came up the verandah 
that night and came into tho house and 
passed my room and the head of tho 
stairs to get to his room; was not out of 
hod that night. 

Tho prisoner said it was ridiculous to 
think that a man would dig in a ditch 
with cuS and sloove-buttons on; it was a 
great responsibility for a man to stvear to 
cuff-buttons that he had only seen onoa 
three weeks previous. All ho wanted was 
a fair show, and if it was given him, 
ho would go out a free man. 

The deputy nttoruey-general thou ad- 
dressed tho jury. 

His lordship in summing up tho evi- 
dence said that the whole case hinged on 
the bit of evidence given of tho sloeve- 
buttons, and if tho prisoner owned that 
button, ho was tho ono that committod 
the theft. It was on very small things 
soniotinies that rested tho conviction of a 
prisoner. This was ono of these cases. 

Tho jury retired at 10 o'clock. 

After remaining 6ut until 11:15, the 
judge sent for the jury, and thoy said 
that thoy failed to agree, so tho judge 
discharged tlieni. 

Court adjourned till Friday, at 10 a. ni,

Churcb of Xlngrland Synod. 

The first session of the third synod of 
this diocoso was held on Wednesday last. 

The proceedings were commenced by divine 
service and a celebration of the holy com- 
munion in the cathedral at 10 a. in., the 
service being largely attended by the clergy, 
the lay delegates to the synod and othors. 

An eloiiuent serinoi! was i-reaehed by the 
Yen. Archdeacon Scriven from 1. Cor. xii. 
20, "But now are they many nienibers yet 
one body." Ho dwelt in forcible h>uguage 
njion the unity betwixt L'lirisl i.iul tiie 
C'hnrcb imd the brotherly love that should 
spring from that union and prevail amongst 
tho members of Christ's budy, that is the 
church. 

After divine service tho synod met in the 
cathedral school-room. Tho opening 
prayers were said by the bishop, imd the 
rolls of clerical and lay delegates were set- 
tled and called ov.'r. The following; gentle- 
men were present:

The bishop mentioned that since October, 
1882, when the synod last met, four cleri- 
cal members had left the diocese and .six 
had coino in their place. Of tho lay 
nuinlierc the bishop aaid, "We have re - 
cenlly sullered the loss of two excellent 
men. .-Vfter a sh..ri illness it [jleased ( Jod 
to remove froni us one of ihe oldest and 
moat respected residents et British Co- 
lumbia, Mr. A. C. Anderson. Ho was a 
valued nu-mber of t ho executive coinnnt- 
tee, of a ri.-rineil, gentle and kindly dispo- 
sition, well informed and wise in cuincil. 
Mr. lid ward Marriner was cut oil' liy a 
terrible accident. He was full uf earnest 
zeal for tho cause of Christ, and of lovo 
for the Church of England. For many 
years ho was churchwarden of St. Peters, 
Cowichan, where his loss will long be 
felt, his memory cherished, and his ex- 
ample live. .\fler iiamiNg several im- 
portant subjects, such as rules of discip- 
line and the -status of tho clergy, which 
would require to be dealt with by com- 
bined action of the three dioceses, at soma 

cnsa the subject of the Mission fund, 
which was in great need of support, and 
he suggested an orgauizatbui to be 
auxiliary to the Mission board consisting 
of a linaneial secretary and a deputation 
committee, to place the fund upon a more 
permanent basis, aud secure a visit to 
every parish and mission and an annual 
meeting. Ho then alluded to a want long 
felt, of a dep;)t for religious publications 
of the (Jluireh of lOngland, and the need | 
of eli'orta to counteract pernicious publi- | 
cations. Tho temperance (juestion was ] 
tlien dealt with, and allusion made to < 
the frightful Gnnsequences of intompor- { 
anco, and he reeominondcd the forinntion \ 
of a branch of Ihe Church of England 
Temperance Society, which is ao siicce.sK ■ 
ful ill the Mother Country. An im- ' 
portaiit filature of that society is its , 
religioua basis, maintaining that as tem- j 
[)eraiice ia a fruit of the spirit no ulfort to ; 
promote it could succeed without tho 1 
help and blessing of Ood. Another 
feature is its double basis, including both I 
total abstainers and those who adopted I 
certain ndes of teniporance. Having al- I 
liided to the Seabury Centenary and tho 
warm .ill'ection of the church of Euglantl 
for tho i'rotostant Episcopal church of 
America and the causes of liie extraordi j 
nary interest felt in the proceedings at | 
Aberdeen a few weeks ago, the bishop J 
concluded by taking a hopeful view of the - 
pro3[iects of the church of England in this ' 
pruvinco urging upon both clergy and | 
biity that true exioinion of the church waa i 
from within and that from the earnest life j 
within would come the true growth of 
spiritual progreaa increasing more and I 
more into outward manifestation of i 
strength and fruitfulnoss. |

'L'his was a ease of alleged criminal hbol. 

Mr. Wilson ( I>avit3 .fc Wilson) appeared 
for the luos. eiitiou, and Mr. Edwin John- 
son for the defence. 

'I'he infurm.ition set forth that Charles 
iNIoK. Smith [lublisiied a certain report in 
tho rsiaudard newsjiaper eoiitaintng the ru- 
niiirks of (.!oun. Wriglesworth and a resolu- 
tion by the same socojuledby Conn. Gowon, 
with tho remarks of tho latter on the samo 
and some striotnres on tho Hon. Mr. Bob- 
son, in which he (Goweu) slated that "ho 
bad never taken oiit bis knife and whetted 
it on his boot to stick somebody, but ho 
knew who liiul antl who was put in prison 
for it. .lolin Robsoii was the worst enemy 
\'ictoria and this country has. llo hoped 
the press would note what ho said." The 
information went on further to charge 0. 
M(dv. Smith with maliciously publishing a 
(Ufaiuatory libel in the Daily Standard 
against the plaintilV. 

Hon. .Mr. Rolison, being sworn, said tho 
inforimitioii laid was correct; that ho was 
j)rovineial secretary and a member of the 
government and the provincial legislature; 
that Ue was the person referred to in tho 
libel complained of. 

To Mr. Johnson — The part which I refer 
to as being libellous in the article is the 
one which eharges me witJi having whetted 
my knife on my lioot to stick someone, antl 
having been put in gaol for it; I understand 
tlie words were spoki n al a iiiecdiiig of the 
niiiiiieipal eoiiiieil; 1 think that the meet- 
ings of llio eiiy riiiiiieil are )iiil)lic, but am 
mil ,-uro; I li.av.' no n iisoii to suppose that 
the re;iort is .iiitriio; my impression ia that 
it is very aeciinite — iiialieiously ao; by 
calling it uiaheiously ueeurate, I menu 
that it is moro aeenrate than the reports of 
tho Slaiubird usually an-, and I satistied 
myself by inquiring that it was a report of 
the exact words used; have been connected 
with tho press in British Columbia for 
nmiiy years, both as editor aud proprietor; 
I think as a rule it id usual for inipers to 
publish the vi ports of the council meetings, 
ill ihose reimrts, unfortunately, it is not 
nuiisual loi' pl■l.-^ollalitios to appear; have 
lii-on aeeii.-,lomi'il iv, a [lolitieiaii and ]mblic 
man to givi- and reia ivo petty hard blows in 
tho way of words; havo pcrhajis been led 
inio personalities mysolf in beated discus- 
sions; don't thin!; 1 bave ever been prose- 
cuted or sued for libel; have had lejjiil pro- 
ceedings threatened, but not taken; never 
apidogized, becauso I always considered I 
was rigbl.but generally said ''Lay on, Mao- 
dntf!" If I thought I was wrong I hope I 
always would be gentleman enough to 
apologize; of my own personal knowledge 

I do iioi kiiu« of a pubiisber having been 
l)roseeuloil for iibrl for publishing a fair re- 
port of a pulilie moeling. lint have heard 
and read of sneli instances; Ihe class of 
abu.se tb.it C'oun. Wriglesworth indulged in 
I lather like when eoniing from a certain 
sourer; but when I am charged with a 
orime it is another matter; 1 made a speech 
at a meeting in Ihe city hall fur thepurjioso 
of oigani/.iiig a \ oHiig Men's Clivistian .\s- 
siiriatioii; made some miiarks at that meet- 
ing wliieli might lie considered rather severe 
by some aliout the inoriility of the city of 
Victoria; in tlmt Bpoech I said that if the 
mayor ami council aud pulieo were not up 
to tin ir work we bave ourstdves to blame as 
we have the making nf them, speaking of 
onrsi Ivi's as Ihe ratepayers ol Victoria; the 
words published in llie Times that "it is all 
woll enough to say that wo have as moral a 
eity as there is on tlio Pacilic Coast; but 
siieli talk is all nonsense," ^'onvey some- 
what the sense of what I said; I did not 
say as re|iorleil by the Times that "the police 
ought not to allow boys ami prostitutes to 
Htnud on Ihe streets and do nothing to re- 
mos'etbeiu;" 1 diil not say that the police 
we^t aronud with their hands in their 
mouths; I don't think that I would talk 
siieh nonsense: what I did say was that "it 
was represented that tho police went around 
with their lingers in their months and mak- 
ing no adequate ellort to su|i|iress tho vices 
referred to; undeialood that the nieinbera 
of the city council were iiidigmiiit at tho 
reports published of what I said, which if 
not grossly misrepresented but properly re- 
ported would have c.i used no indignation 
on their part. 1 think iliat all the papers 
misrepresented my speech; did not publish 
any contradiction or explanation; am not 
aware that since 1 threatened this pro- 
secution Mr. Smith has oxpressed a wish 
to print any explanation or contradiction; 
a letter from Mr. .lohnaon was read to me 
stating that the colinniis of thu paper were 
open to inc to make any explanation. 
[The letter was hero shown to witness.] 
He atated t hat he treated the communi- 
cation with contempt, as ho considered it 
a piece of impertinence. 

To Mr. Wilson — The report I referred 
to is tho one published in tho Standard, 
as having been mado by Oouns. Wriglea- 
worth and Oowen; it is not usual to pub- 
lish audi nqjnrts; ihe reports in the other 
papers wore rather inaccuracies and mis- 
statements, but not imputing crime; a 
partial correction appeared in one paper; 
to my knowledge no apology has been in- 
serted in tho Stau'dard or made to me; 
nor has any explanation been made in tho 
Standard to clear u[i the statement mado 
in the report of the council; havo asked 
for an apology, I think twice; no answer 
ha.s been received to the second and the 
letter i)ut in was in answer (irst. 

dohn Frost Hughoa aworu, deposed that 
he was pcrtor at Drake, Jackson & 
llelinckon's; was directed to purchase a 
copy of the Standard 4iow.spaper; pro- 
cured one at tho Standard ollice, and mado 
an entry of the saino in a bonk kept for 
that purpose; iMr. McK. Smith is pub- 
lisher of that paper, i tliink. 

Mr. Wilson said it was suflicieiit for 
hiin to prove that iliero w.is a libel pub- 
lished, and that thu defendant waa tho 
olfonder. 

Mr. ,lohn»oii aaid I Iial, the letter sent 
was sullicieiit to mret the c;aM!, and what 
apoloL'V could Mr. Smith give, as ho only 
liublished wliai, had been said at a public 
meeting, and was discharging his duty aa 
a journalist. Tho publication in this 
case ao far as Mr. Smith is concerned is no 
libel at all. It was hold long ago that a 
report of a court of justice was privilodged 
,ind no libel was incurred by tho pub- 
lication of such iiroceediiiga. Counsel 
hero citcid precedents. Ho said that aa 
the meeting was a iniblic one, and the 
publication of it was for the«public good, 
the publishing of it was therefore not a 
libel. Counsel here cited a case of whore 
an action for libel was brought against a 
newsjiiqier for publishing an alleged de- 
famatory report of a board of guardians, 
where LordC.l. Cockburn decided that 
such publication was privileged, and thoro- 
fore no libel. Under inuiiicipal acts of 
the city of Victoria the meetings of tho 
city council are public, and the publi - 
cation of the proceedidgs of such inuotiiiga 
by his client was not a libel. 

Mr'. Wilson quoted authority stating 
what oonslitntctl a libel, and made some 
extiuided reinarka on the niattur. 

Hon. Mr. Pemherton said that bo sat 
there as a just ice of the [leace and not to 
decide the nice points of argument, his 
duty wns to consider whethtu' there was a 
case and send it to a higher court. It waa 
beyond his power to punish i:i this mat- 
ter. 

Henry A. Munn strorn, said — Am a 
reporter for the Standard newspaper; I 



reported the proceedings of tho city coun- 
cil for the 12th November; it waa the first 
time I had reported those proceedings; re- 
ported by Mr. Smith's direction; received 
no particular instructions as to the mode 
of reporting; prepared the report for the 
press, and it waa printed accordingly; it 
was a regular meeting of the city 
council. 

The defendant was committed for trial.

Ho testilied to 
the loyalty of the Canadian Dominion to 
tho Britisli connection, antl enlarged upon 
tho bonolits tho Dominion had gained 
through the existing of that connection.

An Industry Coiiflnod to .tb(!> Stato of 
California.*'' 



■ Thomakingof quartz jdwelry is pocH- 
llarly a California industry. Its mun- 
wfacturo was bogun in the early days 
followinti; tho gold discovery. Tlioug-Ii 
(juavtz lit for the art of tho jowoler is 
fouiiil nil (ivur Cfiliforiiia, tho best is 
that coining; from tlio mines of tlio 
Grass valloy. It is not often tho minor 
comes across rock which would find a 
sale amoiij; the jewelers. Xlio goid has 
to bo evenly distributed andnotlump}', 
so that it has passed through tlio nec- 
essary stages to prepare it for sottiug 
the spots and seams aro well scattered 
through tho rock. Tho quartz which a 
minor thus procures is sent down either 
to a bank or an assay ollico, and from 
tlioro tho jowoler receives uotico that a 
consisnmout is ready for auction. Tho 
bids tiien dopond entirely upon tho 
stato of tho stock liold by tho diflbrent 
bidders, and should a jowoler happen 
to bo in want of quartz, tho amount 
paid would bo douljlo that which ho 
would pay on any other occasion. 

As a rule tiio jeweler pays much 
higher for tho rougii quartz than would 
ono who desired to purchase tho gold 
to molt. The <i i;utz as taken by tho 
jowolor is brougiii in lumiJS weighing 
from one to ton pounds, and in this 
condition it is handed over to a me- 
chanic for the purpose of being cut 
into slabs. The process is an easy ono 
and nearly similar to that followed by 
the marble-cutters. The saw by which 
this operation is performed is circular 
and made of shoot tin and charged with 
water and emery. The quartz ia hold 
up to it, and in its ruvolutions it divides 
tlio (piartz. Tlie slabs in which tho 
quartz is cut do not generally exceed 
oue-eighth of un iuuh in thickness. 
Tho preliminary work is then over. 
It is not till the jewoly is made, tho 
Qttiugs, as it were, that those slabs aro 
again cut, then fitted into the gold and 
comontod. It is then ground off level 
with the gold and finally polished until 
it assumes that brightness as when ex- 
posetl for sale. 

Tlu: eohiriuL: of (juarlz is extremely 
rich aud varied, being found in tho 
same section of country iu white aud 
Olttck and pink and bluo. Hithorlo 
there has boon no proforonce expressed 
by tho buyer for the color of the quartz 
in the trinket. Perhaps this has been 
obviated by tho jeweler, who, in tho 
mauufacluro of even tho smallest arti- 
cle, never fails to give as varied an as- 
sortment of (juarlz as is possible. Tho 
method of th" yiiiniion of (uiarlz rock 
is peculiar. It is lirsl weighed as any 
other material, aud then under water, 
as rock weighs next to nothing when 
under water surface. Tho amount of 
gold imbedded in tho rock can by this 
process be determined. 

■ There have not been men wanting 
who have attempted to make artiiiciiu 
quartz to bo used in tho manufacture 
of largo goods, in tho way of card ta- 
bles and siuiilar ar-tioles, but decided 
failnro has followed each and every at 
tempt. Wiielher (juarlz jewelry will 
over become fa.shioiiublo is a question 
which llie business men of this city give 
no long thouglit. Tiiey declare thoir 
inability to use quartz fantastically, or 
to sulliciontly lino it down so as to cut 
it into delicate flowers and loaves. 
There is an air of substantiality about 
all tho trinkets made for ladies, which, 
though handsunu!, have somewhat of a 
clumsy look'. And tho jeweler has to 
conlonil against a dillieulty which lies 
on tho ojjposile side. Quariz cannot 
bo had in suUieiently largo pieces to 
use in tho manufacture of objects of use 
and ornament. 

Some years .-igo a jinvel-caskot was 
made in lliis city for llio wile of a cer- 
tain rich juiige, wliioli in itself was a 
marvel of beauty and elegance, it being 
of solid goid and ([uart/., having four 
panels, each livo inclies iu length aud 
three in width. Tho cost incurred in 
this work was enormous and tho 
amount of labor incredible. • Some 
slight estimate of ilio trouljlo may ba 
formed when the maker of tho caskot 
had to employ a man who traveled for 
two entire months through tiie mines 
in search for rpiarlz of sullicient size to 
execute liio order. 

After (liliL'i'ut impiiry among several 
workers it was esUmateil tliat not over 
$1.50, 000 worili of ipuirlz jewelry is dis- 
posed of in this city during a year and 
not $25,000 worth is bought for pco])lo 
to wear in San Praucisco. — San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle.

"Spong- 
ing" is a regular business in Nassau, 
of such largo proportions that a Spongo 
Exchange has boon established, gov- 
erned by rules on the plan of tho Stock 
Exchange; and to do a spongo business 
succossrally In Nassau a firm must bo 
roprosonted In tho Exchange. Spongo 
is an important thing in Nassau. It is 
plenty, of course, and cheap. You seo 
sponges lying in tho streets and kic;lc- 
iug about tho wharves that in New 
York wo would have to pay fifty cents 
or $1 for. Wherever spongo can bo 
used in place of cotton or woolen cloths 
it is used. Kitchen maids use sponges 
for "dishcloths," and frequently tho 
scat in a boat is nothing but an im- 
mense spongo as big as half a barrel. 
Windows aro invariably washed with 
them, glasses polished with tliom, and 
they aro used for almost every con- 
ceivable purpose. Around tho hotel in 
tho wint^3r aro always two or three 
"boys" with long strings of them, try- 
ing to sell thorn to tho Americans. 
Hardly any visitor leaves Nassau with- 
out taking a box of them along. I 
bought a string of about fifteen sponges 
that stretched out far higher than my 
head, for "ouc-aud-six, or thirt3-sev- 
ou and a half cents. They make very 
hno presents to give to your friends 
when you got liomo, they are so cheap, 
and a spongo is more valuable when 
you know it has just been brought by 
somebody you know from tho spongo 
hshories. 

Tho sponging lleot is cimiposod of 
small schooners ranging from ter to 
forty tons. Each schooner carries from 
four to six men, aud makes periodical 
trips out to tho spongo bods around 
Abaco, Andros Island and Exuma. 
Tho . men do not dive for them, as 
spongo lishors in the Mediterranean 
do, but uso long handled things like 
oyster tongs to fisli them out of the 
water. In tliis clear water they can 
see OTOr}' inch of tlio bottom, make up 
thoir minds what sponges to take, and 
seize hold of ono carefully, detach it 
from tho rook to which it olings, and 
lift it into the boat They aro not tho 
nice, dolicato, high-colored things wo 
seo in shop windows. When taken first 
from tho water thoy look and feel more 
like a piece of raw liver than lulytliing 
else I can compare thom with. They 
aro slippery, slimy, ugly, and smoll 
bsd. Th.oir (-olor Is generally a sort of 
brown, very much like tho color of 
gulf weed, only a littlo darker. Most 
people aro taught, in their days of 
freshness and innocence, that tho 
spongo is an animal, aud wlieu they 
vasit Nassau they expect, perhaps, to 
see sponges swimming about tho har- 
bor, if indeed they do not surprise some 
of tho moro athletic ones climbing troos 
or making littlo excursions over tho 
hills. Hut llioy aro ilisappointed when 
they loarn that tho animal part disap- 
pears entirely long before tiio spongo 
reaches a market; and tliat tho part wo 
uso for mopping up fluids is only his 
bouse, tho many-roomed residence in 
which he sheltered himself while at 
soa. After tho sponges roach tho deck 
of tho vessel llioy are cleaned • and 
dried and go tlirough a curing jiroeess. 
Thoy tlien Liecomo the sponges of com- 
merce, and are divided into eight va- 
riotios in the Bahamas. Some, called 
"lambswool," or "shoepswool," aro as 
fine and soft as silk and very strong. 
Others, although largo and perhaps 
tough, are coarso ami compjiratively 
worthless. There aro, too, b(^uquet 
sponges, silk sponges, wire sponges, 
and ilnger and glove sponges.. Tho 
process for curin<r them, I believe, is 
to keep thom on deck for two or tliroo 
days, which "kills" them. Then thoy 
aro put in a crawl and kept thoro for 
eight or ten days, and aro afterward 
cUjaned and bleached in tlio sun on tho 
boacli. When tliey reach Nassau the 
roots arc cut oil', and tho sponges are 
trimmed ancl dressed for exportation.

It is well to beware of tho man who 
carries his left foot in toward his riwiit 
in walking, giving tho impression that 
his right foot turns out and his loft 
turns in. This man is a natural petty 
larcenist. Ho m:iy porliaps have iievor 
stolen in his life, but ^liat was because 
of fear, or lack of opportunity, but all 
tho same ho is liable at any time to 
sequester imcousidered trillos for puro 
wantonness. Ho is of a kleptomaniac 
nature; but ho is not nearly so dan^or- 
ous as the man who doliberatoly lifts 
his leg up from the tliigh as though ho 
was going np-stairs. Tliat man is a 
natural and au educated villain. In 
England, where tho tread-mill is used 
in prisons, many convicts aci|uiro that 
peculiar stop,, but it is tho natural, care- 
ful, cat-like troad of tho criminal. Tiio 
girl who walks with a flat foot planted 
squarely on the grotind, as though sho 
wanted it to grow there, may not bo as 
attractive as tho girl with tho arched 
instep, but sho is a good do'al beller- 
naturcd. Sho is sure to be a good 
nurse, kind hearted, syrapallietic, 
anxious to boar tho burdens of others, 
while the girl with tho arched foot is 
nearly suro to bo soUish, and certain to 
bo a coquette if sho walks on hor toes. 

Tho man of short, nervous stojis is 
always a business man of energy, but 
if tho stride is from the kuoo only, lio 
is cold iind sol fish, caring for no ono 
but himself. The man whoso stride is 
long and at the samo time cuergetic, is 
geu'crally bright, alw.ays erratic and 
ill-balancod, often conceited, alwiiys 
careless, fond of admiration, goiiorally 
willing to sacrilico much for praise and 
eclat, 7ind, while often a good follow, 
generally unreliable. Tho diplomat 
and tho rinauoior have a smooth, glid- 
ing walk, hard to describe, but easy to 
recognize. There is nothing sneaking 
abou"t it, but it betokens careful de- 
liberation, as though every slop were 
duly considered before bciup made. 
Great statesmen and great philanthro- 
pists ahv.aya have a loose, shambling 
gait, which comes from thinking about 
otliors more than about themselves. 
Tho strut of tho vain mau. tho teeter- 
ing trip of tho "dude," the lounging 
g;iit of the unemployed club man, are 
all too familiar to call for description. 
To say that a person widks like a lady 
or like a gentleman is higli praise. 
Tho gait can never bo pickeil uji in 
after li^e, it must bo born in a man or 
woman, and cultivated in early youth. 
It. la lost to a mau when he falls into 
bad ways, for so suroly ,as he loses his 
consciousness of rectitude and pride of 
honor, so surely will he pick up tjio 
gait of the lo:ifer. Aii honest man, 
gontlo or simple, never waiks like n 
riiiof, and !i thio( can never counterfeit 
the gait of an honest man, but iu at- 
tempting to apply these rules to'men, 
one knows It must bo remembered that 
all thieves ate not caught, and all sus- 
pected persona are not bad. — Alta Cali- 
foniiii. _ .
